It i 
apparent that our ousting misfortunes hnv 
proceeded' solely from our extravagant am 
vicious «f Kteiu of paper currency and ban! 
credit*, exciting the people to wild specula 
lions and gambling iu stocks. These revu! 
•ion* must continue to recur at snccessiv e in 
terrain so long as the amount of the pape 
i-jirrency and bank loans and diHconnts of th 
coaHtry shall be left to the discretion of four 
teen hundred irresponsible linking institu 
tiuiia. whieh from the very law of their nittur 
will euflMilt the interest of tlieir stockholder 
rather than the public welfare. 


The framers of th« constitution, when they 


pave to Congress the power to coin money ant 
to regulate the value thereof," and prohibit 
ed the Stales from coining money, emiltiiij 
bills of credit, or making anything but gnli 
md silver coin a tender in payment of debts 
etippnaed they had protected the people ngnins 
the evils of an excessive and irredeemable pa 
per currency. They are not responsible fo 
the existing anomaly that a government en 
dvwed with the sovereign attribute of coining 
money and regulating the value thereo' 
ehnnld have no power to prevent others frnrr 
driving this eoin out of tho country and 611 


- ing up the channels of circulation with paper 


which does not represent gold and silver. 


It is one of the highest aud must responsi 


ble duties of government to insure to the peo- 
ple* sound circulating medium, the amount 
of which oiljrht to be adapted with tho utmost 
fHwiible wisdom and skill to the wants of in- 
ternal trade and foreign exchanges. If this 
be either greatly above or greatly below the 
proper standardjthe marketable vnlnc of every 
men'* property n increased or diminished in 
the same proportion, and injustice to indi- 
viduals as well as incalculable evils to tho 
community are the consequence. 


Unfortunately, under the construction of 


the federal constitution, which has now pre- 
vailed loo Ion* to be changed, this important 
and delicate duty haa been dissevered from 
the coining power and virtually transferred 
to mare than fourteen hundred State banks, 
acting independently of each other, and 
regalating their paper issues almost exclu- 
sively by a regard to the present interest of 
their stockholders. Exercising tbe sovereign 
power of providing a paper currency, instead 
••f coin, for the country, the first duty which 
these banks owe to the oublic is to'kecp in 
their vaults a sufficient amount of gold and 
silver to insure the convertibility of their 
notes into coin at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances. No bank oncht ever to be char- 
tered without such restriction? on it* business 
M to secure this result. All other restric- 
tion* are comparatively vain. This is the on- 
ly true tonebetone,the only efficient regulator 
of * paper currency—the only one whieh 
can guard the public against over-issues and 
baulr, gQSDonsjons. As a collateral and event- 
ual security it is doubtless wise, and in all 
e**M ought to' be required, that banks shall 
hold an amount of United States or State sc- 
enritiee equal to their notes in circulation 
and pledged for their redemption. 
This, 


however, furnish** no adequate security 
against over-issues. On the contrary, it may 
be perverted to inflate the currency. In- 
deed, it is possibMby this means to con vert 
all tbe debts of the United States and State

The most 
eminent writers on public law do not hcbilate 
to denouuce such hostile acts as robbery and 
murder. 


Weak and feeble States, like tlios* of Central 


America, may not feel themselves able to as- 
sert and vindicate their rights. 
The case 


would be far different if expeditions were sot 
on foot within our own territories to make pri- 
vate war against a powerful nation. If such 
expeditions were fitted out from abroadagainst 
any portion of our own country, to burn down 
our citiei, murder and plunder our people, and 
usurp ourgoveiraent, we should call any pow- 
er on earth to the strictest account, for nut pre- 
venting such enormities. 


Ever since the administration of General 


Washington, acts of Congress havo been in 
force ta punish severely the ciime of betting on 
foot a miltiary expedition within 'the limits oi 
the United Slates to proceed from thence a- 
gainst a nation or State with wliom we arc at 
peace.

nnd if they will provide by n self-executing 
mactment, which nothing can arrest,' that 
ho moment they suspend they shall go into 
itjuidation, I believe thtit eucli provisions, 
•with a weekly publication by each bank of a 


tatement of its condition, would go far to 
ecure ns against future suspensions of specie 
layments. 


Congress, in my opinion/ possess the pow- 


er to pass a uniform bankrupt' law applicable 
o nil banking institutions throughout the 
Jnitcd States, and I strongly recommend its 
exercise. This would make it the irrovorsi- 
>lc organic law of each bank's existence, that 
t suspension of specie payments shall pro- 
dace Us civil dcntb. • The instinct of self- 


renervation would then compel it to perform 
Is duties in such a manner as to escape the 
tenalty and preserve its life. 


Tho cxisteuce of banks and the circulation 
f bank paper are sn identified with tho hab- 
ts of onr people, that they cannot & this day 
ip suddenly abolished without much imine- 
iat« injury to tho country. If we could 
onfine them to their appropriate sphere, and 
ireventthcm from administering to the spirit 
f wild and reckless speculation by extrava- 
gant loans and issues, they might be contin- 
ued with advantage to the public. 
_ Butjthis I say, after long and much reflec- 
ion: if experience shall prove it to be im- 
powiblc to enjoy the facilities which well- 
regulated banks might afford, without at' the 
nine time suffering the calamities which the 
excesses of the banks. Imvo hitherto inflicted 
ipon the country, it would then be far the 
csser evil to deprive them altogether of the 
mwer to issue a paper currencv and confine 
hem to the functions of banks of depositc and 
lisoount. •

ple recognition of the sovereign right of Hon- 
duras to these islands in the following lan- 
gnage: "The two contracting parties do 
hereby mutually engage to recognise and re- 
spect the islands of Kuatan, Bonaco, Utila, 
Barbarretta, Helena and Moral, situate in the 
Bay of Honduras, and off the coast of the re- 
public of Honduras, as under the sovereignty 
and as part of the said republic of Honduras. 


_ Grc.it Britain rejected this amendment, as- 
signing as the only reason, that the ratifica- 
tion ot the convention of the 27th August, 
1856, between her and Honduras, had not 
been "exchanged, owing to the hesitation 
of that government." Had this been done, 
it is stated that "her Majesty's government 
would have had but little difficulty in agree- 
ing to the modification proposed by the Sen- 
ate, which then would have had in effect the 
same signification as tho original wording " 
Whether this would have been the effect; 
whether the mere circumstance of the.ex- 
change of the ratification of the British con- 
vention with Honduras prior in point of 
lima tn the ratification, of <inr treaty with 
CJreal Britain would, "in effect," have had, 
"th«( same signification us the original word- 
ing," nnd thus have nullified tho amendment 
of the Senate, may well be doubted. It is/ 
perhaps, fortunate that the question has nev- 
er arisen.

A treaty of friendship and commerce wa« 


conc'udcd nt Constantinople on trip nth 
De- 


cember. 1856. between Ihe United Stnte-i and 
Persia, tho ratifications ol which were exchang- 
ed at Constabtinople on'thc 1.1th Juno, IS57, 
and the treaty was proclaimed by thu President 
on the 18th August, 1857, 
This treatv, it ia 


believed, will prove beneficial to American 
commerce. 
The Shah has, manifested nn 


earnest disposition to cultivate fiiendly rela- 
tions with onr country, nnd has exposed a 
strong wish that we should be represented nt 
Teheran bv a. minister plenipotentiary ; and I 
recommend that an appraprition be made for 
this purpose. 


Recent occurrences in China have been un- 


favorable to a revision of the treaty with that 
empire of the 3d July, 1844, with a view to the 
•warily and extension ofonrrommerce. The 
24lh article of this treaty stipulated for a re- 
vision of it, in cage experience should prove 
this to be requisite; "in whieh cose tlie tuo 
governments will, at the expiration of twelve 
years from the date of said convention, treat 
amicably concering Ihe same, by means of 
suitable persons appointed to conduct such 
negotiations." These twelve jenrs expired on 
the 3d July, 1856; balling before that period 
it was ascertained that important changes in 
the treaty were necessary ; and several fruit- 
less attempts were made by the commissioner, 
of the United States to effect these changes. — 
Another 
effort 
was 
about to be made 


for the same purpose.by onr commissioner. 
In conjunction with the ministers of England 
and Trance, but this was suspended by the 
occurrence of hostilities in the Canton river 
between Great Britain and the Chinese Empire. 
These hostilities have necessarily interrupted 
the trade of all nations with Canton, which is 
now in a stata of blockade, and have occa- 
sioned a serions loss of life nnd property.— 
Meanwhile Ihe insurrection within the empire 
against llip pxislinp imperial dynasty still con- 
tinnm, and it is difficult to anticipate what will 
be the result. 


Under these circumstances, I have deemed 


it advisable to appoint a distinguished citizen 
pf Pennsylvania envoy extraordinary nnd min- 
ister pi en i potent iary to proceed to China, and 
to avail himself of any opportunities which 
may offer to effedt changes in tho existing 
treaty favorable to American commerce. 
He 


left the United States for the place of his des- 
tination in July last in the war steamer Mm- 
nesola. Special ministers to China have also 
been Appointed by the governments of Groat 
Britain and "France. 


Whilst our minister nss been instructed to 


occupy a ncdtral position in reference 'to the 
existing hostilities at Canton, he will cordial- 
ly co-operftte with the British nnd F^ich min- 
ister* in all peaceful measures lo secure by 
treaty stipulations, those just concessions to 
commence which the nation* ofthe world have 


when "a constitution shall be submitted to the 
people of the Tcrrito/y, they must.be protected 
m the exercise of their right of voting lor'or 
against that instrument, and5- the fair expres- 
sion of the popular will must uot be interrupt- 
ed by fraud or violence."

In expressing this opinion it was far from 


my mteu'ion to interfere with, the deoinion of 
the people of Kansas, eitlier for or lurainst 
slavery. From this 1 have always carVulli 
abstained. Intrusted with ihe duty of takinz 
"care that the laws be'faithfully executed," 
my only desire was that the people of Kansas 
should furnish to Congress the evidence re- 
quired by the organic act, whether for or 
against slavery; arid in this manner smooth 
their passage into the Union. In emerging 
from the condition of territorial dependence 
into that of a sovereign Stiilc, it was their du- 
ty, in my opinion, lo make known their will 
by the voles of the majority, on the direct 
question whether this important domestic in- 
stitution should or should uot continue to 
exist. Indeed, tliia was the only possible 
mode in which their will could be authentical- 
ly ascertained. 
y. 


The election of delegates to a convention 


must necessarily take place in separate dis- 
tricts. From this cause it moy readily hap- 
pen, as has often been the ease, that a major- 
ity of the people of a State or Territory are 
oil one side of a question, whilst a majority of 
llie representatives from the several districts 
into which It \a divided may be upon the 
other side. This arises from the fact that in 
some districts delegates uiaj be elected by 
small 
majorities, whilst in others 
those 


of different sentiments may receive ma- 
jorities sufficiently great not only to over- 
come the votes given for the former, but 
to leave a large majority of the whole people 
indirect opposition to a majority of the dele- 
gates.

It is unnecessary to state in detail the alarm- 


ing condition of »he Ternitory of Kansas at 
the time of my inauguration. The opposing 
parties'then stood in hostile array against each 
other, and any accident might have relighted 
the flames of civil'war. Besides, at this criti- 
cal moment, Kansas wns left without a gover- 
nor by the resignation of Gov. Geary. 


On the 19th of February previous, the ter- 


ritorial legislature had passed a law providing 
for the election of delegates on the third Mon- 
day of June to a convention to meet on'ihe 
first Monday of September, for the puposn of 
framing a constitution preparatory to admis- 
sion into the Union. This law was in the 
main fair and just; and it is to be regretted 
that all the qualified electors had not register- 
ed themselves and voted under its provisions., 


At the lime of tho election for delegates, an 


extensive organization existed in the Terri- 
tory, whose avowed object it was, if need be, 
to nut down the lawful government by force, 
and to establish a government of their own 
under the so called TopeU constitution.—' 
The persons attached to this revolutionary or- 
ganization abstained from taking any part in 
the election. ,

The act of the territorial legislature had 


omitted, to provide (or submitting to the peo- 
ple the constitution which might be framed by 
the convention; and in the excited state of 
public feeling throughout Kansas an appre- 
hension extensively prevailed that a design ex- 
isted to force upon "'them a constitution in 
relation to slavery against their will.

the approval and ratification of the people oJ 
the proposed State," may be followed on future 
occasions. I took it fur granted thai the con- 
vention of Kansas would act in accordance 
with this example, founded, as it is, on tor* 
rect principles ; and hence my .instructions to 
Governor Walker, in favor of submitting the

'cliiingcd in its character until the fol- 
lowing Spring, when the increased 
warmth of the sun would excite tlio 


_, germs. Art should attempt to do what 
ii*lur« does perfectly, in the original 
home of the potato. It is kept in a 
COol, dark deposit of vegetable mould 
natil the Spring opens. Jn the good 
old-fashioned cellar which kept pota 
loea when we were a boy, these condi- 
tion* were very well observed. The 
bin wiiu in the darkest, coolest part of 
the cellar, and the potatoes were de- 
jxjBiteil.tliere with the dirt on them, as 
they came from the field, and they saw 
no ray of light, except that of a candle, 
from November until March. They 
were only kept from freezing, in the 
zero nights, by a thick covering of rye 
tttraw. 


• : Io the modern built house there is 
usually too much light and wnrmth in 
the cellar. The potatoes come in early 
Winter into the light and temperature, 
of April. The reproductive instincts 
of tho tubers are excited, the eyes begin 
10 start, and the starch, which makes 
the potato so mealy nnd nice, as nn ar- 
ticle of food, begins to pass over into 
other compounds, favorable to the 
growth of a now crop. The cook com- 
plains of wet heavy potatoes. Those 
prematurely sprouting tubers, it is fre- 
quently observed arc not so productive 
as others. The reproductive energy 
•cemstobc weakened by this untimely 
light and heat. It looks reasonable 
'that this course followed np for a long
